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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the player", "the game tour", "the game" in the limitations 
of the claims. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 1 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 U.S.C. 
1 12, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and fimctional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the 
format of the claims in the patent(s) cited.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by M urata (US 
2002/0013174 Al). 

Regarding claim 1 , Murata discloses a method of an interactive computer game that 
allows a player to identify himself and select a game {see registrants [300] of Fig. 3 and the 
related description thereof). The game of Murata is capable of calculating and comparing the 
number of points accumulated by a player within the framework of the game system and awards 
a prize to the player having the maximum number of points {see Fig, 7 and the related 
description thereof). Additionally, the game system of Murata discloses a game that contains 
unique arrays of information (ie: files) that are distributed from the main server system over the 
computer network to the gaming terminals that contain advertising information and instructions 
for the next moves by a player {see paragraph [0041-0044] and Fig, 6 and the related 
description thereof). Furthermore, the game of Murata is capable of automatically triggering the 
loading of more files when a player has performed a selection that is considered "a right move" 
and then a file is sent from the server to the gaming terminal and loads the information arrays 
pertinent to the game in question {see Fig. 3 and the related description thereof). 

Conclusion 
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An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in this field 
usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention disclosed.
